However, for all those who are preparing for 
services in Eastern countries, a certificate of graduation from the Academy of 
Eastern Languages, former Comintern Universit;, is required, The majority of 
candidates for the diplomatic courses and further diplomatic service must undergo 
special screening and training in the foreign section of the Security Police. 
Among the various Courses which form the program of such’ diplomatic education is 
a required course in social graces - dancing, etiquette, and fashions in cress. 


Vice Congul Chermonebov, cecentiy arrived in ohanghad, has passed all. the above 
courses, specializing in those for consular service in Western countries. [iis 
assignment in Shanghai is only temporary, as he will be transferred to the 
United States, Chernoneboy will temporarily replace Khalin, present Soviet Con- 
sul General in Shanghai; Khalin, an old-style diplomat without the new training, 
will be sent to Japan or Korea efter a rest period in the USSR. Chernonebov has 
had several years! service with the Security Police and was among the officers 
of "special. service" with the Soviet armies on the Eastern front, for which he 
has received many military decorations.
